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EFFICIENT MEAT INSPECTION. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff® is right 
in saying that there is only one way to 
insure the sale of sound meat, and that 
is by a system of thorough inspection in 
the stock yards and abattoirs. 

Mr. Nathan Straus of New York, whe 
has devoted earnest and intelligent at- 
tention to the question of pure milk sup- 
ply for cities, says that the place to make 
inspection efficient is in the dairies. As 
with the milk supply, so even in greater 
degree with the meat supply. 

When the stock has been killed and cut 
up into butcher’s meat it is practically 
impossible to detect disease, except by 
the slow process of chemical analysis, 
which renders the inspection inefficient. 
It is difficult also, when the meat is 
known to be diseased, to prevent its sale. 

But inspection in the stock yards and 
ebattoirs assure the killing of none but 
sound stock. The danger arising from 
“eat shipped from other States requires

The white star stands for Porto Rico and 
the blue around it signifies that it is in the 
midst of sea which separates it from Spain, 
the mother country ie represented by 
the blood-red stripes. The white stripes 
represent the republics which were once 
provinces of Spain, but which have gained 
their independence through revolutions.

An Eminent Neurelogist Discusses 
the North Side Miscreant. 


MAY BE A PROMINENT MAN. 


At.Any Rate the Police Have Decided 
That the Man Arrested Thurs- 
day Is Net “Jack.”

in his room. This man was finally de- 
tected and hundreds of pairs of ladies’ 
shoes were found in his tments. An- 
other man was known w e desire turned 
on the possession of certain articles of 
feminine apparel, which he would bribe 
ladies’ maids to procure for him. Such 
cases might be enumerated without num- 


ber. 

“The Ol Slinger is a case of this kind. 
There is the destructive instinct predomi- 
nating, but it does not extend to the per- 
sons of the women he attacks. He seems 
to select handsome garments. What sense 
can be gratified by such an action I can- 
not explain. This case is even more puz- 
zling than ordinary, because it seems 
that he flees as soon as the act is com- 
mitted. Yet so did the Stabber.“ 


Do you think, Doctor, that a perversion 
of this mild kind is likely to grow by grati- 
fication to a more violent form?” said the 
reporter. 

“That is hard to say. This.desiré may 
be only a temporary one and may die out, 
or it may break out periodically. Some- 
times these perverts abandon their abuses 
for years and then the desiré-may break 
out in another or in the same form. And 
again a man may permanently overcome it.“ 

“Is the Oil Slinger responsible for his 
actions?” 

“He is in one sense. No man has a right 
to become a public nuisance and such per- 
verts should be placed where they cannot 
injure people. But I do not think he can 
help casting the oil. An uncontrollable de- 
sire comes over the man and he must 
gratify it. This he can only do by casting 
some destructive acid on a garment, that 
being the form his perverted instinct takes. 
At all other times he may be perfectly ra- 
tional and perhaps a good business man and 
a respectable citizen. 

He may be sitting by his own fireside, 
surrounded by his family, when the desire 
seizes him. e makes some excuse, leaves 
them and goes forth into the streets to 
mutilate some garment worn by a wom- 
an. That done, his desire is appeased and 
he returns home. His own wife may never 
suspect anything wrong. Perhaps this per- 
verted instinct, always latent In his mind 
has only gained the mastery over him of 
late, and perhaps, if he is not detected and 
disgraced forever, he may conquer it and 
this period remain a dark chapter in his 
life, known only to himself. 

Most people think that such perverts are 
only to be found among the lower classes. 
This is erroneous; in fact, the rule is the 
other way. The Oi! Slinger is as apt to be 
a man of education, wealth and standing 
in the conimunity as a member of the mid- 
die or lower classes. 

“The most famous perverts of history 
were men of intellectual strength and re- 
finement. Most of the literature on the 
subject was penned men of that class. 
If the Ol Slinger continues his depreda- 
tions he will probably be caught, and his 
identity may be a nine-da sensation. But, 
on the other hand, he might belong to the 
scum of the city. 


“There is no doubt that many violent and 
unaccountable crimes may be attributed 
to sadism. This fact become recog 
nized in Europe, and murder mysteries that 
cannot de solved in any other way are 
worked out on that theory. The methods of 
the sadist, however, are so diversified that 
they are difficult to t Their mal- 
practices assume so startling forms 
that no one but a scientist who has studied 
the subject can follow their motive, and 
then only with the great ulty.

CHIEF DESMOND 
DEFENDS HIS MEN. 


He Says the St. Louis Detective 
Force Is Too Small. 


OFFICERS ARE COMPETENT. 


Lack of Funds Also Mampers the De- 
partment in the Solution of Mys- 
teries and Tracking Criminals. 


The list of murderers who have escaped 
the St. Louis police during the past year, 
which was presented by the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday, was called to the attention of 
Chief Harrigan and Chief of Detectives 
Desmond by a Post-Dispatch reporter. Chief 
Harrigan declined, courteously but posit- 
ively, to be interviewed. 

Chief Desmond attributed the failure of 
the department to apprehend the murderers 
in the cases cited to the fact that St. Louis 
has not a large enough police and detective 
force to accomplish all that should be done 
by the police force of a large city. 

Chief Desmond is a very busy man. The 
amount of business that claims his at- 
tention every day cannot be realized by 
anyone not familiar with the department, 


Complaints\of citizens concerning robber- 
les, burglaries and other crimes, he listens 
to in person. Every arrest made by one of 
his men and many made by the district 
police receive his personal attention, and in 
such cases as the Ringe tragedy of last 
week he gets out and works with his men. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
upon Chief Desmond Thursday he was 
catechiging two prisoners who had been 
brought in by the lice of the Third Dis- 
trict, After finis ing with them, he 
snatched a moment from other pressing 
business to submit to an interview. It was 
frequently interrupted by demands upon his 
attention.

Chief Desmond’s attention was called to 
the Pallen murder case, in which Pallen 
slew his father-in-law at dysk of last 
Christmas day, walked th blocks with 
his little boy, left the latter at his boarding 
place, and then disappeared. 

The lien case, said Chief Desmond, 
“fllustrates the difficulties we encounter 
from lack of sufficient funds. Departments 
of other cities have enough funds at their 
command to prosecute investigation outside 
the State. e have not. allen got out 
of the State directly after the crime, and 
we could pursue him no further. We have 
not the money to send officers out of the 
State, pay telegraphic c and the 
like. irculars are all over the United 
States in the Pallen case, and every 
partment is on j/iook-ovt for Pallen.“ 

Chief Desmond asked whether con- 
ditions in St. Louis relative to the solution 
of murder mysteries are any worse than 
those in other. cities. 


“On that point I can make no statement,“ 


replied the Chief, “because I have never 
obtained -the records of other cities. I 
consider that the men on the St. Louis de- 
tective force are as capable, as shrewd 
and of as high a class as there are to be 
found. There is no shirking, and if any 
were to exist, the officer would be brought 
before the Police Board and punished.”
